STATE STATUTE 


Wilmington town officials, ap- 
pearing in the State House Monday 
morning in support of the proposed 
law to limit 5000 foot house lots to 
other than speculators, had every 
thing with them, and no one against 
them, 

There were letters of support 
from four communities, and active 
support from officials of five. 

State Senator Ronald MacKen- 
zie, and Represenatives Fred F, 
Cain and David Harrington voiced 
support of the bill, 

The bill, Senate 834, was heard 
before the Urban Affairs Commit- 
tee, Senator Moakley and Repre- 
sentative Brett, chairmen, Just be- 
fore 11 am, It seeks to limit the 
number of five thousand square 
foot lots that can be used by an 


individual, in his own name or 
otherwise, for the purpose ofhome 
building, The limit as asked by 
the bill is three, in any commun- 
ity. 

The bill seeks to correct a 1958 
law, which the State Legislature 
passed, allowing people who own 
lots of land with a frontage of at 
least 50 feet, and 5000 square feet 
in area to build on those lots, no 
matter what zoning the town or city 
might have for that area, 

The new bill was introduced 
into the legislature by Senator Ro- 
nald MacKenzie of Burlington, for 
Selectman James Miceli and Plan- 
ning Board Chairman Danny Gillis 
of Wilmington,

e legislators, and present at the 
nearing were: 
tom Laffet of the Gloucester 
pianning Board; Town Engineer 


Senator MacKenzie was the first 
to appear before the Committee. 
He told the committee that he had 
introduced the bill, and that it 
sought to correct an inequity which 
had appeared subsequent to the 
enactment ofthe 1958 law, The bill, 
he sald, was introduced at the 
behest of Messrs Miceli and Gillis 
of Wilmington, 

Selectman Miceli said that the 
‘Town of Wilmington was suffering 
abuses as the result of the 1958 
law, and that 233 homes had been 
built in the town on 5000 foot lots 
of land, lots which were in exis- 
tance prior to 1958, There were 
another 300-such lots, Micelisaid, 
and the law is such that ‘Our hands 
are tied’, 

The main arguments were pre- 
sented by Danny Gillis, Planning 
Board Chairman of Wilmington, 

He toldthe commmittee that Wil- 
mington had had a lot of subdivi~ 
sions about the turn ofthe century, 
with lots of land that were forty, 
fifty, sixty and seventy feet wide, 

In 1955, Gillis said, the Planning 
Board of Wilmington had been in- 
strumental in having the town adopt 
a new zoning by law, which was 
subsequently called by some ‘The 
Model Zoning By-Law’. He des- 
scribed it as.a ‘moderate zoning 
law’ with the minimum size lots 
being 10,000 square feet and with 
100 feet frontage. 

As a result of the 1958 statute, 
Gillis said, many homes were being 
built on fifty foot lots, having only 
5,000 square feet ofland, The main 
construction was by one speculator 
who was buying up the lots of land 
not only in his own name but inthe 
name of various land trusts, The 
builders of Wilmington, Gillis said, 
were, in the main, not active in this 
type of work, 

Gillis painted a black picture for 
the future of Wilmington if the law 
is not changed, If the speculative 
building on the small lots is not 
stopped, he said, it will mean one 
or two additional schools, at a cost 
of $1,500,000 upwards, and an an- 
nual education cost of an unknown 


number of children at $500 each, 

The Town of Wilmington hashad 
@ Sewer study, he said ‘and we are 
afraid to go ahead into the region 
that needs it most, because we 
would be swamped if we do’, 

‘I do believe that the owner of a 
‘small lot of land should be allowed 
to build on it - and that is why, in 
this bill, we have allowed atotal of 
up to three such lots of land to be 
used’, Gillis said, 

After Gillis spoke Rep, Fred F. 
Cain of Wilmington and Town En- 
gineer David Sheehan were record- 
ed in favor of the bill, 

Selectman George Boylen of Wil- 
mington told the committee that the 
town was being ‘taken’ by the 1958 
law. 

‘The people who buy these hous- 
es are unprotected, The persons 
who buy get one problem after 
another’ Boylen said, and added 
that after several years of owner- 
ship sewerage problems developed 

Representative Carey, of the 
committee, wanted to know if the 
problem was statewide, 

He was answered by Stephen 
Bartlett, of Professor Eliot’s staff 
(Planner for Wilmington). Bartlett 
said that for Wilmington the bill 
was ‘absolutely essential, and that 
for other towns in the Common- 
wealth ‘It makes sense’, 

‘My only criticism of the bill’ he 
told the committee ’is that it al- 
lows for three such lots of land, 
Only one lot is needed, to give a 
family the relief that the 1958 law 
sought to give,’ 

Howard Miller, Chairman of the 
Planning Board of Franklin test!- 
fied that they had the same pro- 
blems in Franklin, He could not see 
why three lots were being allowed 
in the bill, One, he said, was 
enough, 

In Franklin, he sald, there is a 
septic tank problem, caused by a 
layer of clay three feet down in 
the soll, The small lots of land 
will pass the ‘perculation tests’ 
of the Franklin Board of Health, 
only to have the problems show up 
later, Miller said that sewerage 
from some of the homes was pour- 
ing into adjacent cellars, andadded 
that the town is having double ses- 
sions in the schools, with some 
cases of triple sessions, because 
of the influx of population, 

Town Manager Sterling Morris 
of Wilmington told the committee 
that there was a ‘great detriment’ 
to the buyer's of the homes on these 
small lots, in that later they had 
problems of sewerage. 

Building Inspector Roy McCla- 
nahan of Wilmington told the com- 
mittee that a statute such as was 
proposed by the bill would solve 
many of the problems that he has 
about small lots of land, and would 
provide him with a statute which 
he could use, to base his dissa~ 
proval of lots of land which he 
described as ‘marginal’,

exempted, we say one’,
